Oath cannot bee taken in righteoſneſſe, © For the 
other Oarh de parendo ivr Eccleſie, & fiandoman- 
datis Eccleſie , thoughir make leſle noyſethen the 
_ other,yer is it not of leſſe dangerous conſequence. 
TtIremember well the Story , this wasrhe Oath 
that the Pope made King John to take, and when 
he had [worne ſtare mandatis Eccleſia, the Pope 
commanded him to refigne his Kingdome to him, 
and truely be hee Gentleman or Nobleman , or 
what ever elſe when kee: hath once put his neck 
into this nouſe, his ghoſtly Fathers may drag 
him whither chey will, for they have the quan- 
tity and the quality of the penance intheir own 
breſts, andit they ſhall enjoyne him to. give any . 
ſumme towards thebuildingof a Church, or the 
adorning of a Chappel, he muſt pay it, or if they 
ſhould enjoyne him any ſervile or baſe ation ( as 
there are not wanting examples of that kinde in 
the time of Popery ) they are {worne- flare man- 
datrs. Ecclefie ,andfo-cannor recede, but muſt per= 
forme it.. Nay Idare not warrant any mai: from: 
the rods. of Heary the ſecond, or of Kaymondof 
Tholouze; whathath beene done may be done, I 
am ſure the power is the ſame; And thart-other. 
Oarh alſo ( rhough more nfuall in praiſe , and 
more confirmed by theſe new Canons) whichis 
___ adminifired. 
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adminiftred to Church-rardens, would be looked 
into. Foritis hardly poſſible for them that take 
itnot to be forſworne, being they ſware to ſo ma- 
ny particulars , that they cannot mind, and to 
ſome thar they cannot underſtand, as how many 
Charch-Wardensarethere in Exgland, that under- 
ſand what Socznanſme is in caſe they be fworne, 
ropreſentthe offenders againſtrhart Canon, which 
concerns that matter. I ſhall onely adde a 
word or two concerningtwo Canozs more, which 


ſeemerto be Canons of Reformation. The firſt is 


concerning excommunication, to be pronounced 
onely by. a D:vine, wherein itis alleadged for the 
framers of theſe Canons , thar if they have nor 
more Law on their ſides, yetthey may ſeeme ro 
have more reaſon. For my parr,as in all other 
things, Irhinke they have ſo mendedrhe matrer, 
that they have made it farre worſe , for before 
that which was found faulr with was this , that a 
lay man did that which the grave Dzrzxe ſhould 
have done, and now the grave Dzvize muſt doe 
what ever the Lay-man would have done, for the 
cognoſcence of the cauſe, and the power of judi- 
carure is wholy in the Lay-man,onely the grave 
Divine is to bee his ſervant, to execute his Sen- 
rences , and hath ſuch a kind of managing the 
ſpirituall ſword allowed onely unto him, as the 
Paprſts in ſome caſes were wont to afford nnto 
the civill Magiſtrate, in reſpe& of the remporall 
ſword, foras if the Civill ſword by an implicite 
faith had beene pinned tothe Lawn-ſleeves, they 
condemned men of Hereſie, and then delivered 
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them over to the Secular -power ; but what to 
doe? not tohaveany cogniſarce of the cauſe, nor 
ro exerciſe auy power of judicature , but onely-co 
bee their excutioners, and to burne the Heye- 
tick whom they had condemned, and fo they 
judged men excommunicate , and then. the civill 
power was to ſend out writtes de excommunicato 
capicnlo againſt chem, but one ſayd well;, rhat the 
ſword withour cogn:ſance of thecauſe,andjudge=- 
ment, was like Polyphemus withour his. eye, it be- 
came violence and fury, but being accompanied 
with the eye of judgement, it is:equiry'and ju- 
frice : and {urely where the ſpiricuallor.civill go- 
vernour is called upon to ſtrike, hee'muft bee al- 
lowed to ſee andjudge whom andwherefore hee” 
ſtrikes , otherwiſe he-will-bee able to give bur an 
ill accompt to God,of the-manaping ot the ſword, - 
wherewith, hee is inftryufed, The other Ca- 
20x is the. laſt Canon - againſt vexations citati- 
ons, wherein they ſeeme-to have ſome ſence of | 
rhe prear grievance, that. poore people lye under, - 
by occaſion of vexatious . citations, andmolefts-- 
tions in Ecclefiaſticall Conrts, and I verily beleeve. 
that there is not a greater opprefion in the whole ' 
Kingdome upon.che poorer fort of people, then 
that ' which praceedeth ont of theſe Conrrs..- 
Bur.now (Sir ) Lec us ſee what: proviſion they 
have made againſt it by . this Cazon, They ſay be- - 
cauſe. great grievances.may fall upon people by 
citations upon prerence onely; obthe:breach of 
that Law without any preſentment, orany other . 
juſt'ground, that no citations,gronnded one!y as ' 
gs I aforeſaid, 


aforeſ#i&ſhall iſſue vi , except it be under the 
Hatd- and' Seale Of. the Chancellour ;, Commiſſary 
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(if rhete bee aty ſence in theſe words) though 


there bee no prefentment at all, nor. any orcher 
jaſtgronnd, yer a cirarion may jfſue outz; ſoc ir be 
ender the Hard ahd Scale of To Chanelloar, Com: 
wiiſſary; ot ocher competent Jadge and rhepir- 
ry ſhall notbe diſcharged withour paying his fees; 

- Bur-ſup- 
poſe the citation bee rh; under. che. hand and 
Seale of 'aly Coders fads ;'28d-thet; there, 
was neither preſentment nor any.juft groyndfor 

it, ſhal!hethen be diſmiſſed wirhour paying:any- 
fees; no; ubilefſe firſt contrary to the Law, of .na-! 
tore; there being no preſentment, norjuſt gronnd- 
of accafation apainſt him, hee, ſhall by: his:oath 


purge himſelfe of prerended breaches-of Law, 
andrhen too hee ſhall only .bave.the fees bf the © 
Court remitted”, bur ſhall haye no fatisfaftion 
for his troubſefdmeanc chargeable Joarney, ard 


for the loſle of Nis nit 1e,.and being orawne away 
from his affaires. ' Nay leaſt, they ſhould ſeeme to 
have beenetoo liberall oftheir favour, they adde 
a Protiſo inthe cloſe of the Chon, that this grace 
of theirs ſhall nor extend ro any grievous crime, 
as Sihiſme , incontinency ; mishehavidie ih the 
Church,or obſtinate inconformiry. And whar do 
they call-misbehavidudiFthe Church > if a man 
doenot kieele at che Confeſhon, or have his har 
on, whenthe Leffonsare reading,” ln like man- 
ner what doe they call obſtinate iconformiry ? 
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If a man will. not thinke what they would have 
him thinke, ifa man will not ſay what they would 


have him ſay , if a man will not ſweare what 
they would have him ſweare, if a man will aot 


read what they would have him read, if a man 
will not” preach what they would "have him 
preach, if a man will not pray what they would 
have him pray , In ſhort, if a man will nor doe 
what ever they would have him doe, then hee is 
an inconformiſt , and after that they! have duely 
admoniſhed- him, primo ſecundo, tert;o, all in one- 
breath; then be is contumacious , , then hee isan 
obſtinare Inconformiſt. 
Now (Sir) my humble motion is, that in conſi- 
deration of all the premiſſes , and what beſides 
hath beene well laid o ca by others; we ſhould 
proceed todamme thels e Canons,not onely as COn- 
trary tothe Lawes of the Laxd, bur alſo as 
containing ſundric matters, deſtruQtive of 
_ therighr of Parlaments, and of rhe 
fundamentall and orher princi- 
pall Lawesof this Kingdome, 
and otherwiſe of very 
dangerous con- 
ſequence.
